A Soviet trawler was brought to dock at 
Boston today while a second Soviet ship was 
under Coast Guard control, the first two 
Soviet ships taken for violations of the 
United States' 200-mile fishing zone 
The gray and white trawler Taras 
Shevchenko docked at the Boston Coast 
Guard base shortly after 9 a.m. as its crew 
stood at the rails listening to rock music on 
transistor radios, 
Coast Guard lawyers and representatives 
of the U.S. Attorney's office immediately 
boarded the ship. 
The 275-foot ship, wth a crew of 93, was 
seized late Saturday after the Coast Guard 
said it discovered the craft was carrying 
more than her allowed quota of river 
herring. 
The Coast Guard announced Monday that 
a second Soviet ship, the AntanasSnechkus, 
had been ordered into Boston from 160 miles 
east-southeast of Nantucket. The action 
took place on Sunday, the Coast Guard said, 
and the vessel was being escorted to Boston 
"Isn't that bautiful," said U.S. Rep. 
Gerry Studds, who was at the dock to watch 
the Taras Shevchenko tie up 
"Look at those flags.’' he said in 
reference to the trawler sailing with the 
American flag flying from her foremast and 
the Soviet flag waving at her stern. This is 
routine: the flag of the host nation is flown 
on a forward mast 
The Coast Guard said the second vessel, a 


processing ship measuring 503 feet, was 
discovered carrying contraband fish The 
Coast Guard did not name the species 
The Coast Guard said the cargo of the 
second vessel was seized, not the ship itself. 
But to seize the cargo, the vessel had to be 
taken into custody. 
The crew of the Taras Shevchenko will 
remain on board, with the gangway 
guarded and small craft prevented from ap­ 
proaching it. 
The Antanas Snechkus, a transport 
refrigerator ship, acts as a support ship to 
fishing ships, a Coast Guard spokesman in 
New York said. 
He said it was the first time that the Coast 
Guard had taken control of a nonfishing 
Soviet ship. "We've never had one like this 
when we just seized the cargo This is new 
ground for the Coast Guard," he said. 
The Antanas Snechkus has a crew of 63 
persons. It was built in 1974 and is home- 
ported in Klaipeda, Russia. 
The Coast Guard has issued more than 60 
citations and warnings to Soviet fishing ves­ 
sels since the 200-mile limit went into effect 
March 1. 
"We’ve released several of them." 
President Carter said of the Soviet ships as 
he left Easter services in Georgia on Sun­ 
day. “But we just had to draw the line 
somewhere. 
We informed 
the Soviet 
Embassy this past week we couldn't con­ 
tinue to release them, that we had to enforce 
the law 


Authority over impounded ships passes to 
the U.S. Attorney in Boston after the ship 
reaches the docks and is searched by 
customs officials 
The Taras Shevchenko was between 60 
and 100 miles inside the limit when it was 
boarded about noon Saturday by a party 
from the cutter Decisive, the Coast Guard 
said. The vessel was officially seized about 
10 hours later for allegedly catching and 
keeping about 3,500 pounds more than its 
quota of river herring, which, under li­ 
censing provisions, may account for only 1 
per cent of the total processed fish aboard, 
the Coast Guard said 


Lt. Cmdr Thomas Nunes, chief of the 
Coast Guard s Maritime Law Enforcement 
branch, said there were four tons of the fish 
— or 1 2 per cent of the catch — aboard the 
vessel 


"We have a gross violation here, and we 
may find more as we go through the ship," 
Nunes said after the seizure 
Under the Fishery Management and 
Conservation Act of 1976, foreign vessels can 
catch and keep only specific amounts and 
types of fish from certain areas within the 
200-mile limit for which they have been is­ 
sued permits. 
The maximum penalty upon conviction of 
criminal charges is forfeiture of the ship, its 
equipment and catch. Civil charges carrry 
a fine of up to $25,000 on each violation 
I t’s inside...

Supreme Court rules 
school fees invalid 


JEFFERSON CITY. Mo. (AP) - Public 
school districts are prohibited by the state 
constitution from charging any fees for 
school registration or participation in 
academic courses, no matter how minimal, 
the Missouri Supreme Court ruled today. 
In the unanimous decision, the court held 
invalid fees up to $6.50 per high school 
student and course charges up to $15 for 
driver's education charged by the 
Caruthersville School Dsitrict 18. The 
seven-member court held the charges 
violated the constitutional guarantee of 
"free schools for the gratuitous instruction 
for all persons " 
“I don't think there's any doubt about it, 
that it's going to have an impact on 
numerous school districts,” said William 
Wasson, deputy commissioner of the state 
Department of Education “A safe guess 
might be a third (of the 550 districts). 
^Actually it might be something more than 
that. 
“It comes at a time when school districts 
are already faced with financial problems 
and are considering cutbacks in teachers 
and courses." Wasson said 
The court, however, declined to rule on a 
claim that requiring students to furnish 
materials for courses such as notebooks or 
gym clothes also violated that constitutional 


provision Judge James A. Finch, who 
wrote the opinion, said such a decision 
should come after that issue has been fully 
aired in a lower court trial. 
The challenge to the fees was brought by 
Concerned Parents, an association of adults 
living in the Caruthersville district, some 
with children in school, and of 13 school 
children Their suit, originally filed in 1975, 
was dismissed by Pemiscot County Circuit 
Court Judge Rex Hensen last June on a 
technicality. 


The association had sought return of all 
charges 
made since 
December 1972, 
claiming they totaled $35,000 by the time 
they filed suit The high court issued no 
ruling on that matter. 
Irt addition to challenging the fees, the 
group also said students failing to pay fees 
or furnish material and equipment for 
courses were penalized through withholding 
or reduction of grades 
“It seems perfectly clear that the 
language in (the constitution) provided that 
the legislature must establish schools to 
which admission is without charge and that 
instruction was to cost the students 
nothing," the court said 
Noting that 22 states do not have similar 
constitutional guarantees, the court cited a 


1927 Missouri case, the only other case in 
state history on the subject, and adopted 
part of that decision 
"The right of children ... to attend the 
public school established in their district for 
them is not a privilege dependent upon the 
discretion of anyone, but is a fundamental 
right which cannot be denied except for the 
general welfare." the court's opinion 
quoted 


The high court rejected contentions by 
school district officials that the con­ 
stitutional provision was not absolute and 
that tuition or fees are permitted to be 
charged in some instances The court cited 
those exceptions and said they involved only 
sitations where students were not residents 
of the district or did not meet the 
qualifications 
entitling 
them 
to free 
schooling 


Also rejected was the school district's 
argument that the fees were only nominal 
and did not violate the constitution 
"The issue," the court said in refuting 
that argument, "Is not w hether the fees are 
reasonable It is whether they are per 
missibte, and we have held they are not "

WHY BAN SACCHARIN? 
By MARVIN STONE 
How capricious does our Government intend to be — 
and how far can it be allowed to go — in limiting freedom 
of choice by individual citizens? 
That question is at the heart of the controversy over 
saccharin, which the Food and Drug Administration 
proposes to ban because of evidence that it is a cancer- 
causing agent in force-fed Canadian rats. 
Saccharin is the only noncaloric sweetener still legal in 
this country and is used by virtually every American — 
in tooth paste, soft drinks, canned fruits and vegetables, 
gelatin mixes, candy, chewing gum, medicines. 
Since its discovery in 1879, saccharin never has been 
known to produce cancer in humans, so it is not sur­ 
prising that the FDA has fallen under attack as being 
arrogant, absurd, unscientific and irrational. 
At the moment, whether any or all of that is true is 
beside the point, because of the Delaney Clause. This 1958 
amendment to the Food and Drug Act directs removal 
from the market of any food additive shown to cause 
cancer in people or £Lnimals. The FDA has no choice, 
because of the results of the Canadian tests, but to follow 
the letter of the law. 
Because of the public’s uproar, hearings have started 
in Congress to weigh the pros and cons both of the 
Delaney Clause and of the dangers of saccharin itself. 
Experts who testified in late March in favor of banning 
saccharin stand foursquare behind the Canadian tests in 
which 17 of 200 rats contracted bladder tumors after 
being fed saccharin equivalent to human consumption of 
800 to 1,200 diet sodas a day. The FDA itself feels the tests 
are scientifically valid, but the real difficulty, it is ad­ 
mitted, is gauging the implications for humans. 
It is the suspicion of some that the FDA, as one arm of 
the Government, is using its palpably unpopular sac­ 
charin decision to bludgeon another arm, the Congress, 
to do away with the Delaney Clause once and for all. If 
this be so, it is cruel to use as a weapon the apprehensions 
of the country’s 10 million diabetics who need and use 
saccharin medically, and tens of millions of others who 
sincerely believe that heart disease and cardiovascular 
ailments are far more common threats to their health 
than saccharin- induced cancer. 
From the start, the whole saccharin mess has been 
surrounded by a hypocrisy on the part of the Govern­ 
ment. What is wrong with allowing Americans to make 
themselves aware of the arguments for and against the 
use of saccharin and then leaving them alone to make a 
free choice — much as they now are free to make a 
choice whether to smoke tobacco or, for that matter, 
whether to take the risk of driving on highways that 
claim 45,000 lives a year? 
Surely people in Washington have learned by now that, 
when common sense has fled from Congress and the 
bureaucracy, 
public 
outrage 
soon 
surfaces, 
and 
sometimes prevails. Prohibition of whisky, well in- 
tentioned as it may have seemed, failed as unen­ 
forceable. More recently, seat belts with ignition in­ 
terlocks provoked a citizen revolt strong enough to force 
repeal. 
The Delaney Clause, while meritorious on the whole, 
needs to be changed to provide more flexibility. It offers 
no alternative to an outright ban on saccharin and as 
such prohibits voluntary decision making. 
Americans need not be treated like a mindless mass, 
with the most personal decisions stuffed down people’s 
throats through restrictive legislation. 
The proper approach with saccharin is to tell people in 
plain English what may be the risk of using it, and let the 
people decide for themselves whether the risk is worth 
taking. 
As matters stand, the “state” is interfering in 
decisions that individuals should be making. At best this 
is capricious and condescending. At worst it is a growing 
danger and has gone far enough.

— who were united for the first time only by their 
determination to unseat Mrs. Gandhi. 
This is both good and bad. In a democracy, especially a 
parliamentary democracy such as India’s, a party must 
accommodate all kinds of ideologies in order to govern 
successfully. 
i It remains to be seen, however, whether the Janata-led 
coalition will maintain its unity or whether, now that it 
has achieved its immediate purpose, it will fall into 
factional squabbling, 
with resultant governmental 
paralysis, if not chaos. It should also be remembered 
that even though it has been reduced to a minority, the 
Congress Party is still the largest single polititical bloc in 
the Indian parliament. 
But that is to borrow worries. It is enough for the 
moment that democracy has returned to Indian — as 
much to our pleasant surprise as to Indira Gandhi’s 
I dismay.

anti terrorist units, the CIA’s 
“Critical Collection Problems 
Committee,” Justice's ‘‘Inter­ 
departm ental Committee on 
Internal Security." and the 
“Cabinet Committee to Combat 
Terrorism," are also trying to 
come up with solutions 
As in the Hanafi cast', the in­ 
telligence experts have no idea 
where or when the terrorists 
will strike next Some officials 
at the meetings have grumped 
that w ithout illegal m ail 
covers, wiretaps and break-ins.

Decrease in traffic deaths 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — There was a 19 per cent 
decrease in the number of Missouri traffic deaths during the first 
quarter of this year compared to the sam e period in 1976, the 
state Highway Patrol reported today. 
From January through March, 201 persons lost their lives in 
traffic accidents compared to 249 during the sam e period a year 
ago. The greatest portion of the decrease occurred in rural areas. 
Steel costs to be pushed up 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A new contract covering 340,000 of the 
nation's steelworkers is expected to push steel prices higher, but 
not enough to worry the government’s inflationwatchers. 
‘We all know that ultimately prices must cover costs,” J. 
Bruce Johnston, vice president erf U.S. Steel Corp. and chief in­ 
dustry negotiator, said after union officials ratified the agree­ 
ment with the 10 largest steelm akers on Saturday. 
Retiring Steelworkers Union President I.W. Abel said the final 
contract negotiated under his leadership was not inflationary. 
The Council on Wage and Price Stability will review the pact, 
as it does all labor agreements. But Jack A. Meyer, the council’s 
acting assistant director, said the contract was about what of­ 
ficials anticipated. 
The new three-year contract provides steelworkers with an 
increase of 10 to 15 per cent over the current $8.08 average hourly 
wage. There are also provisions for incentive pay and cost-of- 
living increases in the contract, which starts Aug. 1. 
Hourly wages will increase 80 cents over the three years in 
steps of 40 cents, 20 cents and 20 cents. Incentive pay will add 
another dime. 
IRS is short tax returns 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Internal Revenue Service figures 
it is short about 20 million income tax returns, with only five days 
left until the April 15 deadline. 
And millions of taxpayers who got their returns in early made 
m istakes, in part because of changes in the 1976 Tax Reform Act. 
This year, about 9 5 per cent of the nearly 31 million persons 
filing 1040 forms by April 1 made m istakes, the IRS says. The 
error rate on the 23.1 million 1040A forms was even higher, 13.6 
percent. 
One way to reduce the possibility of error, IRS officials say, is 
to let them calculate your taxes 
That provides the added benefit of not having to send a check to 
the government until it sends you a bill, probably several weeks 
from now. 
The IRS will figure taxes on short forms if they contain nec­ 
essary information on earnings and taxes paid. Tax bureaucrats 
can take care of the two calculations which seem to cause the 
most difficulty, the standard deduction and the general tax 
credit. 
If you want to file your own taxes, but don’t think you’re going 
to get all the calculations made in tim e, the government offers an 
extension — but it may cost more money. 
If you send a Form 4868 to the IRS by Friday, you gain a 
reprieve of 60 days. But if you owe the governm ent taxes, you 
have to include an estim ate of how much, and submit a check 
with the estim ate. 
If you underestimate, you will have to pay interest at an annual 
rate of 7 per cent on the unpaid balance. If you are off by 10 per 
cent, the government i.nposes an additional penalty of 4 of 1 per 
cent a month. 
And if you expect money back, don't expect it too soon. The 
wait is about six weeks, the IRS says 
SALT failure may he costly 


NEW YORK (AP) — Paul W amke, the United States’ chief 
negotiator at the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks (SALT), says 
failure to reach an arms agreem ent with the Soviet Union would 
force this country to spend additional billions of dollars on 
defense. 
‘‘Unfortunately, that is the situation if we don't com e up with 
an effective arms agreem ent.” W am ke cautioned in an interview 
Sunday on CBS’ "Face the Nation" television program. 
Warnke, whose nomination to the job by President Carter was 
narrowly confirmed by the Senate, was guardedly optim istic that 
agreement would be reached even if it required a sum m it 
m eeting between Carter and Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev.

Bluff area watershed 
Additional daily record 
project being reviewed 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Un­ 
der a directive from the Presi­ 
dent, 
the Soil 
Conservation 
Service of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture is review­ 
ing 24 small watershed projects 
in Kansas and 13 in Missouri to 
see if they are worth spending 
more money on. 


The focus also will be on 
their environmental 
impacts 
and whether their dams and 
dikes are safe. 


The watershed projects were 
authorized by Congress mainly 
as means of preventing soil 
erosion and siltation of lakes 
and waterways. In many areas 
they have been promoted by 
those who oppose the building 
of large flood control projects. 
Their ponds and small lakes 


also provide water supplies, 
recreation and water for irriga­ 
tion.

DANBURY, Conn. (A P) - A 
story of murder and robbery 
committed in Connecticut and 
Missouri by two brothers has 
turned an entire college class 
into a team of moviemakers. 
The criminal-justice students 
at Western Connecticut State 
College 
(W'esconn) 
became 
caught up in the violent story 
of John and James Pardue last 
fall when they were assigned to 
do a brief documentary on the 
infamous brothers. 
It isn't difficult to understand 
why 17 of the students contin­ 
ued the ever-developing project 
into the spring term. Writers 
and television producers have 
been studying the commercial 
possibilities of the story for 
several years 
The Pardues were born in St. 
Louis in the 1940s. Their fa­ 
ther's petroleum engineering 
job brought them to Westport 
in 1957. 
The 
student 
investigators 
found through interviews with 
neighbors, relatives, police and 
others that the brothers' crimi­ 
nal record goes back to their 
minor arrest for shooting sea­ 
gulls in that prosperous shore­ 
line town. 
Within a decade, however, 
they allegedly entered the big- 
time with two bank robberies in 
nearby New York State and 
Connecticut towns, followed by 
the slayings of two accom­ 
plices 
Next reportedly came 
the murders of their father and 
grandmother 
in Missouri in 
1969, sandwiched between two 
bank robberies 
This crescendo of crime led 
to the 1970 bombing of Danbury 
police headquarters and a car 
to divert attention from their 
theft of more than $50,000 in 
cash and checks from a local 
bank 
The 
documentary 
that 
is 
emerging from the students' re­ 
search is tentatively entitled 
“ Madmen, Murderers or Mas­ 
terminds: An Unsolved Case ” 
It is considered unsolved be­ 
cause there have been no con­ 
victions on most of the crimes. 
In 1971 John Pardue. 28, was 
shot to death by a guard when 
he tried to escape from the 
Bridgeport federal building us­ 
ing a rifle his wife smuggled to 
him under her dress Police say 
he confessed to many of the 
crimes on his deathbed 
James Pardue. now 29. was 
found innocent of the Con 
necticut and Missouri charges 
on a ruling he was insane He 
was released from a Missouri 
mental hospital last summer 
but soon was a fugitive again 
and was recaptured later in 
Colorado bn charges of rape, 
sodomy and larceny. 
Students found acquaintances 
of the Pardues still uneasy 
when they were interviewed 
last fall, with James at large. 
“ They still are scared They 
think he’s lived a charmed 


life," said Joseph Becker, a 
senior from Danbury. 
A number of questions hang 
over the cases, which made the 
students’ project all the more 
interesting 
For example, evidence that 
John Pardue was treated for 
cancer of the thyroid suggests 
that hi$ violent nature may 
have been related to the illness 
Another question is: which 
brother was the mastermind? 
The students hope to cap 
their 4,000 manhours of work on 
the project within two weeks 
and present their documentary 
locally on cable television. 
Their research has led to in­ 
terviews with 153 persons, cor­ 
respondence 
with 
21 
more, 
more than 4,000 miles of travel, 
including Lusby, Md., where 
James Pardue was arrested in 
1970, and a payment of $400 out 
of their own pockets on equip­ 
ment. 
Last month a number of the 
students recreated the Danbury 
bank robbery before the tele­ 
vision camera Twenty-six per­ 
sons were injured in the three 
explosions set by the Pardues 
to create havoc and protect 
their escape 
History Prof. David W. Det- 
zer. who assigned the class 
project, 
said 
he 
has been 
amazed by the scope and en­ 
thusiasm of his students' work 
“ And it’s the most exciting 
thing I've done in 17 years," he 
added. 
“ We’ve gotten to know them 
(the Pardues) so well that we 
could probably sit down and 
talk with them very easily — at 
a distance, of course," said 
Richard Baker, a junior from 
New Milford 
They found John to be the 
more violent-prone of the two. 
a "gun and dog freak" who had 
sophisticated weapons including 
what one source said was a 
“ hit man’s rifle" 
valued at 
more than $7,000. 
Possibly under his direction, 
the two set up what the stu­ 
dents described as a mim-arse- 
nal in the Idaho hills near Ca- 
taldo It was reported to con­ 
tain 
handgrenades. 
machine 
guns, supplies and an electric 
generator. 
John's 
lawyer 
quoted the 
prisoners as saying shortly be­ 
fore his death that he had 
created a "story bigger than 
Dillinger's," he said 
James seemed to break down 
mentally under the pressure of 
prosecution. 
although 
psy­ 
chiatric authorities still dis­ 
agree on how much of his ac­ 
tions were beyond hiB control 
The students were struck by 
the brothers' apparent desire to 
push their crimes to the dra­ 
matic extreme 
For 
example, 
they 
said, 
James and a woman fled from 
the Danbury bombings and rob­ 
bery in one car Meanwhile, 
John went to a taxi terminal.
